DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. In this case, the limitation including the 
"steady state", as stated in claims 1-1 1 introduces a new matter situation. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed on April 02, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The affidavit presented by applicant is not persuasive because 
although the concept of "steady state" is known in the art, the new limitation including 
the "steady state", particularly, "after a predetermined duration before therein reaching 
steady state" introduces a new matter situation since it was not described in the 
originally presented specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claim 1 -1 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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Examiner Statement of Reasons For Allowance 

4. Claims 1-1 1 would be allowed because the prior art does not teach measuring a 
temperature of at least two spaced apart locations aligned substantially parallel to the 
vertical axis, the locations being against or inside the heat resistant material, after a 
predetermined duration before therein reaching steady state, in combination with the 
remaining limitations of claims 1-11.
